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Student President/ | Football season begins 
Regent Ticketed for 
Disorderly Conduct

While emitting a very strong 
odor of alcohol, Student 


President/Regent Jon Shradar 
was ticketed for disorderly 
conduct Saturday at the 
Maverick football home open- 
er, a four-page police report 
said. 

The incident happened just 
after 8 p.m. The report said 
that Shradar walked to the visi- 
tor’s side of the field, where 
students from Northwest 
Missouri State University sat. 

A fight ensued between 
Shradar and other parties, the 
report said. 

‘‘All I was doing was cheer- 


ing for ine Mavs and I rhe 


"Monday fhorning. 

“I never admitted to intoxi- 
cation,” Shradar said. “I was 
told by the officers that alcohol 
was getting to me too much. | 
said this had nothing to do with 
alcohol.” 

Shradar said he was cheer- 
ing from the south end of the 
stadium when he walked to the 
north side to look for some 
friends. As he walked in front 
of the visiting fans, he said, 
they began to taunt him. 

“They were throwing things 
at me. One guy tried to hit me, 
and a girl tried to kick me.” 


The police report confirmed 
a female swung at Shradar, 
possibly striking him. 

“About that time ... the 
(Omaha police) officer grabbed 
me and threw me to the 
ground,” Shradar said. 

The report said Shradar was 


“displaying fighting gestures 


and attempting to incite the 
crowd ... to violence.” 

He “continued being disrup- 
tive and went up into the 
bleacher area where a fight 
ensued,” the report said. 

Shradar was _ handcuffed 
while on the ground and taken 
to Campus Security by off-duty 
Omaha police officer Eric 
Kerwan and Campus Security 
officer Richard Hancock.

that he was the student body 


president and a supporter of the 
mayor. 

Earlier in the game, a sepa- 
rate off-duty Omaha police 
officer observed Shradar being 
“borderline disorderly,” the 
report said. 

Chancellor Nancy Belck 
was notified of the situation 
Monday morning but could not 
comment, having just returned 
from a trip out of town. 

Student Government advis- 
er Tara Knudson was also 
notified Monday, but could 
not comment.

Years after the conflict, Vietnam is 
still a country that most people asso- 
ciate with the frightening images of 
war and bitterness. Few are aware that 
Vietnam is now a free and unified 
country that is struggling to put its 
warlike reputation to rest. 

One UNO teacher has experienced 
firsthand the struggles and triumphs 
of this developing nation. 

Assistant Professor Manoj Sharma 
spent two weeks this summer travel- 
ing through North-Central Vietnam. 
After presenting at a conference in 
Italy last October, Sharma was asked 
by the European Union and the 
Vietnam Ministry of Health to visit 
the country and conduct research. 

His goals were to document the 
lessons that the Vietnamese had 
learned from a Community Based 
Rehabilitation Project being practiced 
in their country. He also tried to teach 
self-evaluation research skills that the 
nation could use to measure the suc- 
cess of these programs. 

_ The goal of the rehabilitation pro- 
ject was to utilize existing resources 
to provide better care for the handi- 
capped and disabled population. 

“The United States has a strong 
institutional health care delivery sys- 
tem which includes rehabilitation ser- 
vices. While in Vietnam, the 
rehabilitation services for the disabled 
are non-existent,” Sharma said. 

Sharma also observed the obstacles

that many developing countries face 
when it comes to improving the 
“health” of their countries. 

Sharma said that in the United 
States, the majority of health prob- 
lems are related to our own behavior: 
such as poor diet, lack of exercise and 
smoking. 

‘Vietnam, however, has_ limited 
access to safe water and sanitation. 
Their concerns involve more transfer- 
able diseases such as tuberculosis, 
malaria and leprosy. In a country with 
such a dense population it is difficult 
to keep these diseases under control. 

“Area wise Vietnam is smaller than 
California, but its population is close 
to a third of the U.S. population,” 
Sharma said. 

Sharma also had the opportunity to 
witness differences between Vietnam 
and the United States that did not 
directly involve health care issues. 

Sharma said women in Vietnam 
would cover their faces to prevent 
them from tanning. This is much dif- 
ferent from American society where 
artificial tanning is a busy business. 

Sharma felt that he was successful 
in documenting his discoveries and 
initiating some positive advances. 

Time will tell if the things Sharma 
taught the Vietnamese people can be 
used to create a better future for their 
disabled population. 


“The most rewarding part of the 


trip was to be able to share and apply 
what I have learned in the United 
States to benefit the poorest of the 
poor,” Sharma said.

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Nebraska Colleges 
Among U.S. News Best

U.S. News & World Report recently 
published its August 30, 1999, issue, 
ranking “America’s Best Colleges.” 

Five Nebraska colleges and universi- 
ties were included in five categories of 
schools. 

The University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
made the second tier of best national 
universities. The university realized an 
actual graduation rate of 47 percent 
which exceeds the projected 44 percent. 

UNL also ranked 85th out of schools 
whose engineering programs have 
Ph.D. as their highest degree. 

Creighton University ranked first in 
the Midwest region for Best Regional 
Schools-Universities. To earn this title, 
Creighton beat out schools like Drake 
University in Iowa, University of St. 
Thomas in Minnesota, and Xavier 
University of Ohio. 

For Best Regional Colleges - Liberal 
Arts Colleges, Doane College in Crete, 
Neb., shared a rank of 26th with 
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Bluffton College in Ohio, 

Clarke College in Iowa, and Mount 
Mercy College in Iowa. 

Hastings College and Nebraska 
Wesleyan University 

both ranked on the fourth tier of 
National Liberal Arts Colleges. Both 
schools have freshman retention rates of 
over 75 percent. 

U.S. News recognizes seven criteria 
in its ranking of schools. 

Academic reputation receives the 
greatest weight because having a degree 
from a “distinguished” university so 
clearly helps graduates get good jobs or 
gain admission to top graduate programs. 

These determinations were made by 
presidents and deans of schools who 
were asked to rate their peers. 

Freshman retention was another cri- 
terion in the rankings. 

Faculty resources (the 
student/teacher ratio), admissions 
requirements, financial resources, grad- , 
uation rate performance and alumni giv- 
ing rate were the other categories used 
to determine a school’s rank.

As Food Services’ Manager | 
would like to respond to the editori- 
al published in “Letters To The 
Editor” August 31, 1999, concern- 
ing the food court and the use of dis- 
posables. 

The issue of recycling and the 
environment is important to this 
department, the student center and 
the university. The student center 
has placed several can-recycling 
bins throughout the building for alu- 
minum retrieval since a good por- 
tion of purchased beverages, 
especially in vending, are in cans. 

Most of the products and supplies 
we purchase come in cardboard 
boxes. A recycling program for 
cardboard is in place. All depart- 
ments in the student center, includ- 
ing Food Services, participate in the 
university-wide paper recycling 
program. 

The decision to use disposables 
in the food court was made to 
accommodate the student’s expand- 

_ ing need for “grab and go” food. 

Students are running on tight 


schedules so we provide them with 
the most convenient and economical 
packaging possible. Permanent 
ware is not a viable solution to the 
problem since dishwashing equip- 
ment uses large quantities of fresh 
water and chemicals to clean and 
sanitize, which then become part of 
the waste stream. 

The additional cost of purchas- 
ing, cleaning and replacing china, 
glass and flatware would seriously 
impact the pricing structure in the 
food court. Students would also 
spend more time in returning and 
sorting the permanent ware which is 
not necessary with the disposable 
concept. 

We are always looking for ways 
to reduce waste to lessen the impact 
on the environment while still rec- 
ognizing the student’s limited bud- 
get and need for our services.

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Math Lab Helps Students Through Unpopular Subjects

Do you get stumped by trying to 
split your dinner bill at Village Inn? 

If so, UNO’s math lab is designed 
to help students just like you in the 
quest to successfully complete basic 
math courses. 

The “lab” was started in 1975 by 
Barbara Buchalter as a way to pro- 
vide individualized instruction to stu- 
dents. 

In it’s early form, math lab did not 
conduct formal classes. Students 
were informed of the assigned prob- 
lems and could receive help from a 
tutor on request. 

Today, the format has changed a 
little. 

“There was some concern from 
students that they weren’t getting 
enough instruction,” Janice Rech, 
director of the math facilities, said. 

In 1993, the lab was changed to a 
facilitative group instruction format 


for Math 1310 (Intermediate 
Algebra) and Math 1320 (College 
Algebra). | 


Students are given a problem in a 
class setting. They spend a moment 
working the problem and discussing 
it among their group until they have 
it figured out. Then, the students and 
instructor discuss the problem and

the steps toward finding 
the solution. 

“Many students at this 
level have not been suc- 
cessful,” Rech _ said. 
“This is a way to help 
them become success- 
fai,” 

Rech said the with- 
drawal rate of the class 
was |5 to 18 percent. Of 
the nearly 1,000  stu- 
dents, divided into 
groups of up to 22 peo- 
ple who remain, “well 
over half are success- § 
ful.” 

The lab __ facilities, 
located in Durham} 
Science Center, consist 
of three classrooms and Be 
two quiet study areas. 
The classrooms consist 
of long tables that seat 
several students tok 
encourage group problem-solving. 

Tutors are available four hours per 
day, five days a week. The lab also 
has videos and software to aid stu- 
dents in their learning. 

“Math has traditionally been a dif- 
ficult area for students,” Rech said. 
“You put them in a large group and 
they get lost.” 

Rech said the math lab procedures

evolve over time. 

“Most colleges struggle with how 
to teach this level of math,” she said. 
“What the math lab looks like today 
isn’t anything like what it looked like 
in 1975.” 

Many of the math lab instructors are 
graduate assistants or upper-level 
undergraduates. Requirements for 
instructors include successful comple- 


tion of calculus, interpersonal skills, 
and professor recommendations. 
Instructors go through an “extensive” 
inservice when they begin and follow 
up inservices monthly. They are also 
observed by Rech and assistant director 
Ken Swartz regularly. 

“Our focus is conceptual understand- 
ing,” Rech said. “The only way to learn 
math is to do math.” 


A Look at Crime Statistics

Of Florida’s five major universities, 
the University of Florida has the lowest 
police-to-student ratio: one officer for 
every 460 students. 

But even with the low ratio, UF is the 
only university of the five with a 
decreasing crime rate, said Stacy 
Badics, a spokesman for the UF police 
department. That is a big change in sta- 
tus from nine years ago, when five stu- 
dents at the Gainesville, Fla., campus 
were murdered. 

Aside from UF, the five universities 
are: Florida Atlantic University (FAU), 
the University of Central Florida 
(UCR), the University of South Florida 
(USF), and Florida State University 
(FSU). 

Of the five, the UF campus has the 
largest student population at 40,000 and 
the largest officer enrollment at 87. 

Though safety has increased at UF, it 
has not at other universities. Both UCF 
and FAU have seen increases in the 
number of stalking cases. 

Lt. Chuck Aurin at FAU attributes 
this rise to a change in the stalking laws 
of the state. He said that the fear has 
been eliminated from the law and the

number of stalking cases has risen con- 
sequently. Aurin gave an example. 
There was a student at FAU who was 
following one of the university’s pro- 
fessors. Aurin said the student wrote the 
professor letters saying she wanted to 
have children with him. She also sent 
him pictures of her. Aurin said the situ- 
ation escalated when, during a class, the 
student unplugged a projector the pro- 
fessor was using. When he went to see 
what was wrong, the student was stand- 
ing naked by an outlet. But because the 
professor did not fear the student, the 
case was not considered a stalking case. 
But now that the law has been changed, 
it would be classified as one. 

In 1997, USF reported three rape 
cases. Considering that not all rapes are 
reported, the percentage of rapes was 
.09 for the university as compared with 
.05 for FAU in 1997. Both USF and 
FAU are commuter schools. 

UCF,another commuter university, 
reported zero rapes in 1997. UF had a 
0.8 rape percentage for 1997 and FSU 
reported no rapes for that year. 
Although there is no significant reduc- 
tion in crime at the five universities, 
there have been no murders reported at 
any of the universities besides those at 
UF in 1990.

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Bush Calls for Voucher-Like Education Programs

LOS ANGELES - Republican presi- 
dential candidate George W. Bush said 
Thursday that he would end “30 years of 
failure’ in education programs for the 
poor, by taking money from weak public 
schools and turning it over to private 
institutions. 

“Federal money will no longer follow 
failure,” the Texas governor, in his first 
major campaign address on education, 
told a Latino business convention. “The 
federal government will no longer pay 
schools to cheat poor children.”’ 

Many of Bush’s proposals would 
bring to the federal level the sort of 
school voucher programs that he tried, 
unsuccessfully, to persuade the Texas 
Legislature to adopt. Under the pro- 
grams, parents with children in underper- 
forming public schools would receive 
money to place them in private ones. 

Throughout his address, however, 
Bush never used the lightning-rod term 
“vouchers,’’ and he sought to stake out a 
politically centrist position by allowing 
public schools the chance to improve 
. before losing federal dollars. 

Bush said he would require states to 
adopt standard tests for students. At 
schools that do not measure up after 
three years, federal money from the $7.7- 
billion Title I program, which aids 
impoverished children, would be with- 
drawn. It would be shifted to private 
classrooms, tutors or, if parents chose, 
better public schools. States would be 
able to set up federal accounts of about 
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$1,500 for each student per year. 
The governor also called for transfer- 
ring the Head Start program from the 


- Health and Human Services Department 


to the Department of Education. He said 
Head Start’s original goal to boost litera- 
cy among poor children had been diluted 
by its increasing focus on other services, 
including day care and nutrition. 

About 840,000 children are enrolled 
in Head Start. Bush said his administra- 
tion would reevaluate the program and 
seek competitive bids to replace Head 


Start agencies that are not adequately. 


preparing children for instruction. 
“While suggesting his reforms would 


benefit all youngsters, Bush said his. 


main concern was disadvantaged chil- 
dren, especially the large numbers of 
Latino and black students who score low 
on achievement tests and drop out of 
school. 

“Too many children are being left 
behind,” he said at the Latin Business 
Association luncheon, held in a cav- 
ernous hall at the downtown Convention 
Center. “It is a scandal of the first order.” 

He also labeled the system’s failure of 
minority children a “soft bigotry of low 
expectations,” a line that drew warm 
applause from the standing-room-only 
gathering. 

The speech was the first of three Bush 
plans to deliver on education. There was 
plenty in it to rile up those whose politics 
are to the left and right of the governor’s, 
and he immediately drew fire from both 
his Democratic and Republican oppo- 
nents. 

me Josoodh Blackwell, the chairman of 
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Steve Forbes’ GOP presidential drive, 
said in a statement that Bush’s attack on 
the federal education bureaucracy “‘is too 
weak, too narrow, and it still leaves big 
government in control.” 

“Gov. Bush tells parents to wait three 
more years for real school reform,” 
Blackwell said. “Is he kidding?” 

Kiki Moore, a spokeswoman for Vice 
President Al Gore’s presidential cam- 
paign, said: “All the sweet talk in the 
world can’t hide the fact that George 
Bush wants to slam the door on kids in 
America’s public school system. This is 
his backdoor voucher program (that) 
ends up hurting one of our most success- 
ful programs in the country - Head 
Start.” 

Bush repeatedly cited the record of 
Texas schools as proof that his ideas 


would work. He said the state’s achieve- 
ment scores have risen substantially 
since he took office five years ago, in 
part because of more rigorous testing. 

“In Texas, we measure,” he said. ““We 
test because parents must know if educa- 
tion is taking place.”” The Democrats, 
however, noted that Texas SAT scores 
continue to lag behind the national aver- 
age. 

Allan Hoffenblum, a Republican con- 
sultant based in Los Angeles, said the 
Latino business group was a perfect 
starting point for Bush in California. “It’s 
a natural Republican constituency within 
the Latino community that we lost in the 
last couple of election cycles,” 
Hoffenblum said. “If we can’t get the 
small business people and entrepreneurs, 
we can’t get any Latinos.”

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Breathalyzer Study 
Shows Students Not as 
Drunk as Expected

CHAPEL HILL, N:C.. (TMS) — 
Determined to get a different look at 
student drinking habits at the University 
of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, 
researchers armed with Breathalyzers 
fanned out across the campus, stopping 
students on their ways home from class, 
the library, and yes, some pretty raucous 
parties. 

What they found in the nation’s first 
collegiate Breathalyzer study involving 
almost 1,850 Tar Heels was that on 
average, a whopping 72 percent of stu- 
dents returned to their pads with no 
alcohol in their bloodstream. Even on 
the traditional party-hearty nights of 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, 66 per- 
cent of students returned home with a 
_.00 blood-alcohol content. On _ other 
school nights, the average number of 
teetotalers was even higher at 86 per- 
cent. Researchers conducted the study 
in October and November of 1997 from 
10 p.m. to 3 a.m. on all nights of the 
week, stopping students randomly in 
front of residence halls, greek houses 
and off-campus apartments. Of those 
students approached, 1,790 agreed to 
take a Breathalyzer test. 

“Tm not surprised at all by these 
results,” said Rob Foss, manager of 


alcohol studies for the UNC Highway | 


Safety Research Center, which conduct- 
ed the $350,000 study with funding 
from the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration and the North 
Carolina Governor’s Highway Safety, 
Program. “Other Breathalyzer studies 
we have done with drivers and recre- 
ational boaters show similar results — 
less drinking than is generally believed. 
We have substantial misperceptions 
about alcohol use in this country. 

“Yes, most UNC students drink,”’ he 
continued. “But they don’t drink most 
of the time, and they certainly don’t get 
drunk most of the time. They simply 
don’t drink as much as everyone seems

to think they do.” 

Foss and other university officials 
are eager to spread that news to UNC 
students, whom they believe are more 
likely to drink simply because they 
think everyone else is. Destroying erro- 
neous and widespread notions that 
unhealthy habits rule on campus will 
help change students’ behavior for the 
better, Foss said. 

“People go along with what other 
people are doing because they want to 
fit in,” he said. “It’s not a conscious 
choice, but it’s a powerful factor at 
work in all our lives.” 

The UNC study does not paint an 
accurate picture of alcohol consumption 
on college campuses nationwide, said 
Dr. Henry Wechsler, director of the 
College of Alcohol Studies at the 
Harvard University School of Public 
Health. Wechsler’s studies, which 
coined the term “binge drinking,” sur- 
veyed thousands of students at 116 
institutions in 1993 and 1997. Binge 
drinking happens at least once in a two- 
week period and is defined as consump- 
tion of five or more drinks in one sitting 
for men and four or more drinks in one 
sitting for women. 

Wechsler’s 1997 study found that 52 
percent of students drank to get drunk, 
compared to 39 percent surveyed in 
1993. The Harvard studies also found 


that the number of student drinkers who | 


were intoxicated three or more times in 
one month increased by 22 percent over 
the same four year period, and that four 
out of five fraternity and sorority mem- 
bers are binge drinkers. 

“The UNC study is fine and not in 


conflict with anything I’ve ever found, © 


but it has to be interpreted for what it is: 
a look at one moment in time,” 
Wechsler said. “It’s true that students 
who drink don’t drink all of the time. 
With that in mind, it’s important to 
understand that just because a student 
isn’t drinking on one night doesn’t 
mean he or she hasn’t binged in a two- 
week period.”

The question coming out of summer 
practice was not who was going to be the 
Maverick number one quarterback. It was 
“Can anyone replace the offensive fire- 
power of Ed Thompson?” That question 
may have been answered Saturday night

NWMSU would stay close. 

UNO took command of the game in the 
second quarter. Two athletic receptions by 
_ wide receiver Nick Shaw kept one drive 
alive as the Mavs marched down the field. 
With 10:04 to go, junior running back 
Adam Wright took the pitch from Watts at 
the 14 yard line and juked his way inside 
the left corner pylon for the touch. 

Severson followed at the 3:48 mark 
with a 35-yard field goal to put UNO up

How huge was this weekend for 
UNO sports? First the football team 
makes a mockery of the top team in the 
nation, (Northwest Missouri State), and 
just before the debacle of the football 
field, the volleyball team capped their 
Labor Day Classic with a clean sweep 
to capture the tournament title. 

On a road that started on Sept. 
2, the Mav volleyball team faced five 
teams in three days. The grind was com- 
pleted with punishment dealt to previ- 
ously undefeated Rockhurst. Junior 
All-American hopeful Tracy Ankeny 
led the team in the championship with 
25 kills as Rockhurst fell in four sets 
15-7, 15-11, 13-15, 15-9. 

The Mavericks came into the 
weekend with a 3-1 record with their 
only loss coming to West Texas A & M 
in the championship game of last week- 
end’s tournament. 


Thursday the team posted a 15-6, 
15-4, 15-12 victory over Southwest 
State. The win led the Mavs into Friday 
matches against Missouri Western and 
Pittsburgh State. After defeating both 
teams, UNO was ready for Saturday. 

Their first opponent was in-state 
competitor Wayne State. Four players, 
including Ankeny, Korrine Boltin, 
Jewelia Grennan, and Nikki Mastny 
were in double figures in kills and 
Mastny had 20. Ankeny added 20 digs 
and the Mavs went on to win in three 
sets 15-3, 15-7, 15-9. 

The championship game pro- 
duced a match-up with Rockhurst, In 
UNO’s only four-set match this season 
the team racked up season highs of 87 
digs and 16 team blocks. Mastny 
recorded a triple-double against No. 24 
Rockhurst with 20 kills, 17 digs and 10 
blocks. The Mavericks are now 8-1 on 
the season.
